Electricians are the wizards of 
modern limes. They move in mys- 
terious ways and perform what the 
ordinary tax-paying citizen and his 
son are pleased to call " wonders." 
Their very shop talk if full of mys- 
terious words. They have a crafl 
language nil their own. Ge( twooi 
three of them together and the air 
bristles wit h talk about " boosters," 
" monocyclic triphaso transform- 
ers," " sinusoidal waves." magneto- 
motive foive"aud other thing never 
heard of in ordinal) walks of life. 

The very bille which the electric 
built companies send out are as 
mysterious as are the meters which 
apposed to furnish a reason- 
able excuse to the companv 
sending out the monthly bills. 
The ordinary citizen can 
orally Hanre out a proposition in 
which feet, inches or pounds come 
into play, but he bows to tho 
mystic and takys off his hat to 
black art when a monthly bill, 
figured out in kilowatts, amperes. 
elc. comes to him through the 
mails. 

The electrician, however, has a 

-on for wearing this cloak 

of mystery, for ho is dealing with a 

deep, Impenetrable mystery himself. 

lie does not know what electricity 
is and will admit il when driven 
into a corner. 

That which we call electricity is 
the scientific "what is it?" It is 
called a fluid and also two fluids, a 
flux, a form of energy, an effluvia, 
a kind of moleculai disturbance 
and etheric vibrations. Hut what 
it is. where it conies from, wh( 
gOM to, and how il moves so rapidly 
are questions which remain un- 
answered, it is a great big interro- 
gation point, and there are some 

candid scientists who declare the 
mystery never will bo solved. 

While no man can say. " I know 

what electricity is" and prove it, 

enerally accepted theory is 

that that which we call electricity 

isv a form of etheric vibration, akiii 
to light, heat and magnetism. Il is 
assumed that all space is tilled with 

something ami thai something is 

Called other. This ether, il 
sumod, is a su Vista nee which, while 
it is Infinitely more rare, more 
subtle than air, is Incompressible. 

This ether, if the theory is 001 
is more rigid than shad and < 
extremely light that il penetrates 
solids, even the molecules of matter. 
Because id' its rigidity this ether, 
say the theorists, can transmit 
of vibrations with inconceiv- 
able rapidity. 

Practical electricians, however, 
spend little time in worrying over 
the question " What is electrii 

They know what the elecliie cur- 
rent will do; they know the effects 
if they do not understand the cause. 
They have succeeded in learning 
just how much woik they can get 
out of an electric current. They 

have completely mastered the de- 

■f the effects of the work done. 
Electricity cannot be seen; it is 
noiseless; it cannot be weighed, yet 
il can be measuiod, urged, restrain 
ed divided, collected, stored, and 
generally can be handled as though 
i' were a visible, portable, tangible 
kind of man 

The electrictans know that if a 
c o\' wire is passed in the air 
near a magnet thai a current of 
electricity flows through the wire 
They know that if they can an:, 
loop oils of wire In a form 

which can be re .1 high 8] 



in tho magnetic field which, it is 
assumed, extends around the poles 
of a magnet, that a powerful current 
of electricity will tie "produced" or, 
as they say, "generated." They 
know that if they wind some 
Wire around a piece of soli iron and 
then send a current of electricity 
through the wire, that soft iron at 
once becomes, a magnet. They 
know then that eleetricitv 
" produi magnetism ' under 

certain conditions, and that in turn 
magnetism will " prodm 
tricity. These things they know, 
for their daily bread-winning work 
has proved that such things are. 

So it is that electricians have 
made machines which gen 
electricity; which supply 'the use- 
ful curreni that makes the electric 

arc; that sends the trolley 
speeding through out streets; that 
operates motors which transmit 
energy and motion used in i 
different ways, and that enables 
the Jack Tars to " pick up ' with 
the powerful searchlights ships and 
boats al sea in the darkest nights. 
When you gel down to first 
principles the only mysterious thing 
about elect! icity is electricity itself 
Just take it for granted that it is 
the waves or vibrations of the ether; 

that these waves started at one end 

of a wiie will pass through or over 
this wire to the other end, provided 
there is some path made to bring 
the waves back JO the starting-point ; 
that in their passage the waves start 
like waves or vibration's, and (he 
rest of all that is electrical or mag- 
netic is easy to understand. 

Some day perhaps we will know 
what electricity really is. Some 
day perhaps we will know why a 
sluggish electric current flowing 
through the primary rr>\\ of an 
induction coil starts up currents full 
of ginger and snap in the liner 
wiies of the secondary coil. Some 
day perhaps we will know what 

makes tho difference between the 

electricity which sends off snapping 
sparks from an electric machine 
and that which flows smoothly ovei 
the wires from a battery or dynamo. 
Some day perhaps we will know 
just what is the difference between 

magnetism and electricity. Hut 

until then the practical electricians 

will seek to use the effects, the 
manifestations of electricity for the 

good of mankind, leaving to the 
theorist and investigating scientist 
the work of Seeking the path which 
leads back from the effect to Ihe
